Mrs. Rosa Wright Smith, corresponding 
secretary; Mrs. Marshall Mac Donald, 
treasurer general; Miss Washington and 
Mrs. A. Howard Clark, registrars; Mrs. 
M. S. Lockwood, historian; Miss Clara 
Barton, surgeon general, and Mrs. T. S. 
Hamlin, chaplain. 


A number of carefully prepared papers 


of great interest were read, and Jane 
Meade Welch delivered a brief lecture. 


The reports of the regenta presented 


show a most flourishing condition, tho 
society having 1,807 members and sev- 
enty regents, while many new chapters 
ire being formed iu every state and in 
many towns.
